U.S. astronauts asked

MOSCOW (AP), — Two Soviet citl 
zens have addressed open appeals 
to the American astronauts about 
to take part in a joint U.S.-Soviet 
space venture, calling on them to 
raise their voices on behalf of vic- 
tims of official persecution here. 

One, the wife of human rights 
activist Leonid Plyushch, said she 
‘was appealing to the U.S. spacemen

her husband, whom she claims is 
being tortured by drug treatments 
in καὶ Soviet mental hospital because 
of his beliefs. 

The other, who identified himself 
as theoretical physicist Boris Alt- 
schuler, called on the three astro- 
nmauts for help In the case of 
Plyushch and four others.

EUROPE OVER-SUPPLIED 

Europe still seems over-supplied 
with goods, housing, cars. Inven- 
tories have not fallen as they have 
in the U.S. Savings remain high, 
despite urging to consumers by 
Schmidt and others to spend.

Top Africans 
seek unity at 
hotel summit 


DAR ES SALAAM (Reuter). 
Three African Presidents and Rho- 
desia’s Black Nationalist leaders 
met through Saturday night to 
overcome factional rivalries and es- 
tablish a common negotiating poai- 
tion for possible constitutional 

with Prime Minister Yan Smith's 
white-minority regime. 

Secreted in a heavily-guarded 
hotel, the chief officials of Rhode- 
sia’s African National Council (ANC) 
briefed the Presidents ‘of Zambia, 
Tanzania and Mozambique on deve- 
lopments during the past eight 
months since they agreed in Lusaka, 
Zambia, to open negotiations with 
Smith on transferring polltical 
power to the African majority. 

The conference, the second since 
the Lusaka breakthrough in De- 
cember, was being held in a smail 
executive suite in the Kilimanjaro 
Hotel, closed for the weekend to 
the public and press. The only of- 
ficial details, to emerge were that 
the meeting began at 8 pm. and 
continued past midnight. 

‘Tanzania's President Julius Nyerere 
left his Dar Es Salaam residence 
Saturday and was booked with the 
other leaders, President Kenneth 
Kaunda of Zambia and President 
Samora Machel of Mozambique, into 
a suite in the hotel. They were 
joined by ANC leaders Bishop 
Abel Muzorewa, Joshua Nkomo, 
Ndabaningi Sithole and James 
Chikerema. 

The talks showed sigus of being 
lengthy and difficult as the three 
Presidents sought to ensure unity 
and the continuing momentum of 
negotiations, usually well-informed 
sources said.

AFTER THAI P.M. RETURNS 
Mao now known to be 


back in Peking 


TOKYO (AP), — Some light was 
shed yesterday on the question of 
where 8l-year-old Chinese Com- 
munist Party Chairman Mao Tse- 
tung is, but not on why the Chinese 
avoided for so long mentioning his 
whereabouts. 

Returning to Bangkok from a 
state visit to China, Thai Prime 
Minister Kukrit Pramoj said he 
met with Mao in Peking, In a 
broadcast from Peking, Radio 
Thailand said the meeting was at 
Tan Nan Hat Palace. 

Meanwhile, China’e official New 
China News Agency said Mao had 
met in Peking yesterday with Vice- 
President Taha Muhyiddin Morouf 
of Iraq. 

As had been usual for the lest 13 
months, Chinese reports on the 
Kukrit-Mao meeting did not mention 
the location and Chinese pictures 
of it gave no clue. Past visitors 
have been asked not to reveal 
where they met Mao. 

‘Until May 1974, pictures of Mao's 
meetings with foreign visitors had 
the unmistakable background of 
his book-lined study eat home. The 
Chinese pictures of the Kukrit meet- 
ing had a background similar to 
that of Mao pictures for the last 
three months. 

This in turn was different than 
the background for Mao's meeting 
last October with Danish Prime 
Minister Poul Hartling. The loca- 


tion of that meeting also was kept 
secret but a Danish journalist who 
accompanied Hartling to China 
speculated that it was at the health 
resort of Hangchow, southwest of 
Shanghai. 

Further speculation was that he 
had gone there for the winter. But 
Kukrit's statement and the latest 
pictures indicate the possibility Mao 
has been back in Peking at least 
since April 18, when he met with 
North Korean President Kim Π 
Sung. 
That was his first reported meet- 
ing with a foreign visitor since 
January 16, a date‘ when the Na- 
tlona) People’s Congress was hold- 
ing its first meeting in a decade -- 
without Mao — in Peking. 

A television film of Mao's meet- 
ing with Philippine President Fer- 
diyand Marcos on June 7 indicated 
be has aged markedly in recent 
months. Mao moved hesitantly and 
his mouth was open much of the 
time. The Chinese, however, say 
nothing at all about Mao's health, 
filg activities or what role he cur- 
rently is playing in Chinese poll- 
tics. 

In Bangkok, Thal Prime Minister 
Pramoj said after his return yes- 
terday from Peking that his trip 
marking the resumption of diplo- 
matic relations between the two 
nations was a success.

At a late night session of the 
two-year-old conference's coordina- 
ting (executive) committee which 
ended just before midnight, France 
proposed naming a target date for 
the Helsinki meeting. 

The French move came as signs 
of compromise emerged on safe- 
guarding the rights of the World 
War If victors in Berlin and Ger- 


many, and follow-up procedures for 
ensuring’ that conference decisions 
are carried out. 

Saturday's session was the eighth 
in nine days of fruitless efforts to 
fix a date for the Helsinki summit 
which the Soviet Union wants this 
month. 

The French proposal triggered ob- 
jections by various countries, in- 
cluding the Netherlands, West Ger- 
many, Britain, and even Poland, 
according to sources. Most dele- 
gates said they felt this was not 
the right approach given the com- 
plex final phase of the talks.

IN THE ARAB WORLD, the’ 
Republic of ‘Lebanon is a 


political anomaly. Created as a° 


separate entity in 1860 and in- 

dependent since 1946, it is the 

only member of the Arab League 

‘with a large Christian population 

(ashy of the Maronite 
denomination). 

As‘ such, it has often been 
singled out as the model of that 
“sécular State’ championed by 
Palestinian terrorists, in which 
Arab and Jew would theoretical-. 
Iy live together on terms of 
equality, just as Moslems and’ 
Christians live “harmoniously” 
in Lebanon. As Yasser Arafat 
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told the London eae on 
April 14: ‘We Have in the
